John Bradley Winslow, Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Wisconsin. A. B. 
Racine (Wisconsin) College, 1871; A. M. 1874; LL. B. University of Wisconsin, 
1875, LL. D. 1904. City Attorney, Racine. 1880-3; Judge First Judicial Cir- 
cuit, Wisconsin, 1884-91 ; Justice of Supreme Court of Wisconsin since May 4, 
1891; Chief Justiee since Dec. 30.
